Most of us who buy our milk from 
reliable, long-established milk compa- 


nies do not have to concern ourselves 
with quality, cther than to decide up- 
on the definite grade, containing large 
or small percentages of butter fat. 
However, it is well to know that milk 
frequently adulterated, although 
modern laws have largely curtailed 
the amount of such fraud. 

The most frequent method of adul- 
terating milk is to add water, and 
sometimes to use chemicals to pre- 
serve the milk. Sometimes both meth- 
ods are used: frequently, only the 
former. Naturally, these processes 


| 


affect the nourishing qualities of fresh 


uiilk, 

You enn tell whether or not water 
has been added to milk as an adulter- 
ant by bringing the milk to the freez- 
ing point. ‘There are other ways to 
detect it, but this is the most simple. 

Chemical preservatives such as_ bo- 
rax, boric acid and others are often 
put in milk to kill bacteria or to hin- 
der their growth. This practice is 
forbidden by law, as the chemicals 
may not only injure health, but may 
eonceal dirty methods used in the pro- 
duction of milk.
